in Lethbridge. The whole lifetime of 
a child may be impared by neglecting 
this service. Every student should 
have the priviledge of having his eyes 
tested at least three times during his 
school life.

Wheat Pool Reserve Purchases 

The Alberta Wheat Pool recently 
mailed cheques totall ng about $900000 
to 20,000 Pool members. This payment 
is part of $1,040,000 allocated from 
last yeal's earnings to the redemption 
of reserves contributed by members 
in the 1923-28 period. 

Reserves are being redeemed from 
estates of deceased members, from 
members who have gone out of farm- 
ing and sold their land, and from mem 
bers 65 years of age or over who are 
farming or in possession of farm land 
who were contract signers during the 
period 1928-28. - 

In addition, a rateable purchase ts 
being made from all original contract 
signers of 85 per cent of the commer: 
cial and elevator reserves standing 
to their credit as at February 15, 
1952. 

When this distribution is completed 
total purchases of reserves will have 
amounted to $6,900,000 leaving about 
$1,500,000 outstanding in the hands of 
the original members. Out of the total 
purchased, $6,000,000 worth 
reissued, in the form of 
patronage dividends to member pat- 
rons since the year 1940. The owner- 
ship of the Alberta Wheat Pool and 
Pool Elevators rests with the reserves
